It would have been strange indeed if any other 
result had been reached. Congress had for sev- 
eral years been diligently endeavoring to free the 
country from the burden of the treaty provisions 
respec the fisheries, and it could not be ex- 
pected that they would 3 initiate meas- 
ures for a new treaty that would probably in the 
end be filled with provisions as and bur- 
densome to the American fishing interests as 
those from whych they had just escaped. 

As soon as it became evident that Congress 
would not accept the proposal for a new commis- 
sion the Government of the Dominion of Canada, 
with the presumed approval of the Imperial 
Government, began a series of outrages upon 
American fishing vessels and fishing crews— 
seeking m every way to desiroy their 
business and deprive them of their fish- 
ing rights. That course continues to this 
day and is adopted by the Canadian Government 
with the deliberate intention and obvious ex- 
pectation of forcing concessions from this Gov- 


-@rnment. A few facts in the long controversy 


over the fishery question may be pertinently re- 
called as bearing on the present situation. 


The Treaty of 1818. 


Let us frankly admit at the outset that we are 
. in this matter by the terms of the 
of 1818. Of the injustice of which this 
county was made the victim before that treaty 
was ed we need not here and now speak. 
We accepted the treaty of 1818 in good faith, and, 
it largely curtailed privileges which were 
the birthright of American) fishermen, those 
hardy men went to work under it, and by their 
enterprise largely expanded their business—in- 
— in an amazing ratio the number of ves- 
sels, their ate tonnage, and the number of 
men e in the hazardous calling. This 
rapid progress alarmed the Canadians, and, with 
the w of repressing rivalry and crippling 
American fishermen, a new construction was ap- 
plied to the treaty nearly a quarter of a century 
after it had been in peaceful operation. 

From 1841 to 1845 it was for the first time con- 
tended by Great Britain that the American right 
to fish within three miles from shore meant three 
miles from the headlands which marked the en- 
trance to bays, and on this new and strained con- 
struction of the treaty they sought to exclude 
American fishermen even from the — Fundy, 
which is sixty miles wide atits mouth. After a 
long diplomatic discussion, maintained with 
signal ability by Edward Everett, our Minister 
at London, Lord Aberdeen—a name identified 
with justice and magnanimity in more than one 
generation—then at the head of. the British For- 

Office, acknowledged that the und taken 
by England in ard to the Bay of Fundy was 
indefensible, the Canadian ition was reversed, 
and the bay was reope to American fisher- 


men. 

But the design of coercing the United States 
into opening her markets to adian fishermen 
Was not abandoned. In 1852 a fresh and deter- 
mined series of hostilities was begun against 
American fishermen. A naval force was sent out 
from England, and the whole coast of Nova 
Scotia was guarded by the guns of the royal navy 
—thirteen war vessels patrolling the fishing 
grounds. It was again proclaimed that the three- 
mile limit of the treaty of 1818 was not three 
miles from the shore, but three miles outside of 
a line from headland to headland of bays. Thie 
construction of the treaty would place the Amer- 
ican fishermen in man places thirty miles from 
shore, instead of as provi by treaty. 
Mr. Everett had pertinently reminded the 
British Government that by this construction 
“the waters which wash the entire south- 
eastern coast of Nova Scotia, from Cape Sable 
to Cape Canso—a distance of nearly 300 
miles—might constitute a bay from which 
the United States fishermen would de excluded.” 
In other words, the argument of Mr. Everett 
showed that the British construction, if admitted, 
would destroy all American rights intended to be 
— guaranteed under the provisions of 

reaty. 

When the attempt of 1852 was made to enforce 
the “headland construction of the treaty, Mr. 
Webster was Secretary of State in the Adminis- 
tration of Mr. Fillmore. In an official paper over 
his signature, Mr. Webster recorded his opinion 
that the British construction of the treaty * is 
not conformable to the intentions of the con- 
tracting parties.” Those are weighty words, and 
spores by Mr. Webster they give an almost au- 
thoritative construction to the treaty. It is cer- 
tainly not discourteous or invidious Say that 
in legal ability, especially on points both of con- 
stitutional and international law, Mr. Webster's 
opinion is entitled to more weighty consideration 
than that of any British official who was then 
dealing or who has since dealt with the fishery 
question. 

Mr. Webster's official proclamation, from which 
I have quoted, was issued the 6th of July, 1882. A 
fortnight later he addressed a large audience 
from the front door of his house at Marshfield, 
and then he spoke with entire freedom. “The 
treaty of 1818,“ said Mr. Webster, was made 
with the Crown of England. If an American 
fishing vessel is 2 ange by one of her vessels of 
war the Crown of England is answerable; but it 
is not to be expected that the United States will 
submit its rights to be adjudicated in the petty 
tribunals of the provinces, or that we shall allow 
our own vessels to be seized by constables and 
other petty officers, and condemned by the mu- 
nicipal courts of Quevec, Newfoundland, New 
Brunswick. or Canada. In the meantime 
be assured that the fishing interest will not be 
neglected by the Administration under any cir- 
cumstances. The.fishermen shall be protected 
in all their rights of peometty and in all their 
— of occupation. To use a Marblehead 
—— they shall be protected ‘hook and line, 

band sinker.’” . 

Mr. Webster fell ill very soon after these vig- 
orous expressions and e negotiations passed 
into other bands and were adjusted finally by the 
reciprocity treaty of 1854. The operation of that 
treaty was highly injurious to American fisher- 
men. Before its termination in 1866 our Govern- 
ment refused to renew it and our fishing interests. 
immediately began to revive and immediately 
the Canadians began to agitate for another treaty 
by which they couid reach the markets of the 

nited States. Their wishes were gratified and 
by the strangest of all diplomatic juggles the 

nited States paid $5,500,000 for a treaty which it 
did not want and which the other party earnestly 
desired. Time has passed and the treaty of 1871 
has expired. The Canadians again come back to 
their old tactics to harass, and worry, and out- 
rage American fishermen until by sheer weari- 
ness, after the manner of the unjust judge in 
Seripture, our Government may give them what 
they want, even to the injury of our own people. 

The humiliation of our situation has been 
gratuitously increased by the vote of a majority 
of the Democratic party inthe House of Kepre- 
sentatives to throw open the markets of the 
United States to British and Canadian fishermen, 
without ny bo charge; and without securing to 
American hermen the right to fish in British 
and Canadian ‘waters. This is an act of such 
unaccountable, rancorous hostility to the fishing 
interest of New England that it is dificult even 
to co end its motive. John Rand iph so 
hated the wool tariff that he felt like waiking a 
mile to kick a sheep. Do the Northern Demo- 
crats feel such determined hostility to the fisher- 
men of New England that they would sacrifice a 
great National interest in order to inflict a blow 
upon them? 

The Words of Webster. 


It would certainly be refreshing if we could 
hear Mr. Webster's words repeated from official 
sources today. It would be refreshing if it could 
onde more be asserted with the same strength 
and dignity of Webster that “the United States 
will not submit its rights to be adjudieated in 
the petty tribunals of the provinces”; that 
“American fishermen shall be protected in all 
their rights of ory and in all their rights of 
occupation.” . Webster did not expect and 
did not intend that his position would lead to 
war. He simply expected that a firm, decided 
tone would pring * My officials to their senses 
and more them feel the responsibility and danger 
of transgressing the rights and touching the sen- 
sibilities of.a provd and powerful people. Mr.

I know 
that we cannot without loss of character for 
honor and chivalry begin our negotiations with 
threats of war. I maintain t when the 
United States to accept arbitration 
as the means of adjusting our grave dit. 
ficulties with England we came under bonds 
to the public opinion of the ‘world .to 
offer arbitration to any weaker Power as 
means of settling difficulties in all cases where 
we cannot adjust them by direct negotiation. If 
we are not willing to accept that conclusion we 
place ourselves in the disreputable attitude of 
accepting arbitration with a strong Power and 
resorting to force with a weak Power. I am sure 
no American citizen of self-respect desires to see 
his country subjected to that d ation. For 
the Uni States to attack exico without 
giving her an 3 to be heard before an 
mpartial tribunal of arbitration would be for a 
great Nation of unlimited power to put herself to 
open shame before the world. 

There could not, fellow-citizens, in my judg- 
ment, be a more deplorable event than a war be- 
tween the United States and any other Republic 
of America. The United States must be regard- 
edas the elder sister in that family of common- 
wealths. Even in the day of our weakness we 

ve aid and comfort to them in their struggle 


- for independence, and let us not fail now to culti- 


vate friendly and intimate relations with them. 

Refraining from war ourselves we shall gain 
the influence that will enable us to prevent war 
among them—so that peace shall be assured and 
perpetual on this continent. If 1 recall any part 
of my own participation in public affairs with 
special satisfaction itis that I endeavored and 
almost succeeded in having the American Repub- 
lies assemble in a peace congress in order that 
war between nations on this continent should be 
made impossible. Warin any direction would 

rove a great calamity to the United States— 
but war forced on Mexico would be a crime 
marked in an especial degree by cruelty. 

The Prohibitionists. 


The pending contest is marked by the presence 
of a third party, organized, as its leaders say, to 
enforce the prohibition of the liquor traffic in 
Maine. There are some singuiar features per- 
taining tothismovement. The Republican party 
in Maine, from the day of its organization, has 
been pledged to prohibition—enacting the princi- 
pal statute now in force in 1857-56, and since 
amending it from year to year as the leading 
temperance men requested. The changes, to 
make it more éffective, have averaged one for 
every year since the original law was passed. 

The third party in their convention cheerfully 
testify that prohibition has been so well enforced 
by the Republicans that in their judgment Maine 
is a quarter of a century abeadof the license 
States in all that pertains to the temperance re- 
form. ‘The Republicans have this year with 
— emphasis in their State Convention re- 
affirmed their faith in prohibition and nominated 
for Governor a pronounced su rter of the law. 
But all this does not suit the third party Prohibi- 
tionists. They desire a party of their own, just 
smallenough to have no effect at all, or, if pos- 
sible, just large enough to throw the State into 
the hands of the Democratic party, which has 
been as constant in its hostility to prohibition as 
the Republican party of Maine has n constant 
in its fidelity to prohibition. : 

The position and platform in the third party 
might in fact be thus abbreviated: Whereas, 
the Republican party of Maine enacted a Pro- 
hibitory law thirty years ago, and has since 
amended it as a majority of the friends of tem- 
perance demanded, and has in consequence ad- 
vanced Maine in all matters of temperance a 
quarter of a century ahead of the license States; 
therefore, be it resolved that we, members of a 
third party of Prohibitionists, will so vote as to 
defeat the Republican party and turn the Gov- 
erument of Maine over to the Democrats, who 
have through all these years opposed prohibition 
by every instrumentality in their power. 

Democrats, of course, with scarcely an attempt 
at concealment, ard the third party as their 
especial ally, and the coalition is so evident that 
I am sure no man can be deceived in regard to 
the result except him who desires to be deceived. 
Every voter knows that he must choose between 
the publican and Democratic parties—and 
every voter knows that in jolning the third party 
he indirectly but effectually throws his political 
and moral influence in favor of the Democracy. 

The supporters of the third party adopt as their 


Shibboleth that the Republican party must be 


killed.“ and they have secured the codperation of 
the Democrat, of the free-tracer, of the saloon 
proprietor, of all men who wish to keep 6,000,000 
of colored people in the South disfranchised and 
oppressed. It is an insincere coalition, an unhal- 
lowed partnership, an unholy alliance. Against 
it the Republican party of Maine presents its 
uniform support of prohibition, its splendid rec- 
ord of devotion to the protection of American 
labor, its long and patient effort in behalf of 
those who are downtrodden and deprived of nat- 
ural rights. The Republican party has always 
fought its battles single-handed against great 
odds, and now, with principle untarnished and 
courage undaunted, it will again triumph over 
the combined force of all its foes. 


EDITOR CUTTING’S RELEASE. 


The Authorities at Washington Notified 
Thereof—Some Buncombe from the Ex- 
Prisoner—The Rasures Case. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Aug. 24.—An official 
telegram has been received from Minister 
Jackson confirming the press report of Cut- 
ting’s release, but giving no particulars. No 
doubt ie entertained at the department that 


the published statements with regard to the 
reasons alleged by the Mexicans for their ac- 
tion are correct. The Government does not at 
present concern itself with any question of 
damages due Mr. Cutting, but will use the in- 
formation it may gather through Mr. Sedg- 
wick in the furtherance of ite negotiations for 
a change of the Mexican laws in so far as they 
are held to give aright totry Americans for 
acts committed within American territory. 

The Aresuecres-Mondragon murder is still a 
subject of correspondence, or rather of in- 
qulry, as it appears at present the only act for 
which this Government can demand redress is 
that of kidnapimg Rasures when he was dom- 
iciled upon this side of the border line. In no 
event can it be expected that Mondragon will 
be surrendered to the American authorities, a 
special treaty clause intervenmg to warrant 
the refusal upon Mexico's part to surrender 
one of her citizens upon any pretext. 

NOGALES, Ari., Aug. 24.—Gen. Francisco Cale- 
do, Governor of Sinaloa, with a party of promi- 
nent citizens of Modico, arrived here yesterday 
en route to the City of Mexico. One of the party 
is authority for the statement that in Sinaloa 
there is nothought of war between the United 
States ana Mexico.

things is peace with the United States.

He says the main issue ts that of Merico's 
right to extra territorial jurisdiction ove? for- 
eigners, which is not at all settled by his re- 
lease.

The Democrats Trying to Capture the Labor 
Convention—Position of the Kuights of 
Labor. 


The delegates to the labor conference at 
Greenébaum’s Hall Saturday had scarcely got- 
ten away from the ball before the attempts of 
Democratic politicians to capture the move- 
ment began. The most urgent offer was to 
support a labor candidate for Congress in the 
Fourth District against Congressman Adams if 
in return the labor people indorsed the Demo- 
cratic county candidaves. These offers were 
not at all well received, as it was believed the 
movement would be made simply a Demo- 
cratic side-show, with Democrats grinding the 
organ and taking in the tickets. 

The cali for the convention, which will be 
held the last Saturday in September, will be 
issued in a day or two. In it “ail labor or- 
ganizations are invited to take part in the con- 
vention who believe in using the ballot-box as 
a correction of existing evils.“ There was some 
talk of taking a stand against the Anarchists 
in the call, but it was finally agreed chat it 
would be protesting too much and might be 
too suspicious. eee 

The leaders in the movement seem to be the 
surviving remnant of the Greenback party, 
mixed to a considerable degree with the old 
Socialistic-Labor party, which was driven out 
of politice by the advent of Anarchism and 
the subsequent breakin its ranks. The lead- 
ing trades unions, such as the Brickiayers, 
the Typocraphical. and the Cigarmakors, bad 
no delegates present at the organizing confer- 
ence, and will undoubtedly take no part in an 
independent party movement. The Knights 
of Labor have not gone into the 
movement in any great numbers. Where 
they have they are generally Green- 
backers who found a temporary haven 
in the order. The movement so far affects but 
a smali portion of the distinctively labor ele- 
ment of the city, and there is not mucb possi- 
bility that it will be able to spread. As a general 
thing the Knights are looking to the Legisia- 
ture simply, and are willing to let everything 
else go if they can put their men there. They 
look much more to aid from the old parties 
than they do to an independent movement. If 
they are generally defeated in the former pian 
it is not at all certain that the two elements, 
which have generaily shown no affinity, wil 
coalesce. It is more probable that the most 
strenuous opponents the independent wove- 
ment will have will be right in the ranks of the 
lavor people. Considerable dipiomacy in 
avoiding jealousies is shown, however. in the 
eall, which is not signed individualiy, but 
simply by the Committee of Twenty-one.”

queer wrinkle has been given tne Congressional 
campaign in this district by the unexpected 
recovery of Richard Toomey, a member of the 
Second Ward committee, who has just been 
released from the Pontiac Insane Asylum. 
Four months ago Toomey fel! from the loft in 
his barn and fractured his skull. He remained 
unconscious until part of the skull which 
rested on the brain was removed, when he re- 
gained consciousness, but not bis mind.

MEETING OF THE GENERAL COMMIT- 
TEE ON THE SUBJECT YESTERDAY. 


Thp Members in Favor of a Gross Money 
Pool, but at Variance as to How to Form 
It—Another Meeting to Be Held This 
Afternoon—N orthwestern, Western, and 
Southwestern Rates—East-bound Freight 
Affairs. 

A meeting of the Southwestern General Com- 
mittee appointed some time ago to prepare a 
plan for pooling all competitive passenger 
traffic between Chicago, Mississippi River 
points, and Missouri River points beid a meet- 
ing yesterday at the office of Commissioner 
Wilson to consider the subject referred to it. 
There were present: C. H. Chappell and James 
Chariton, Chicago & Alton; R. R. Cable and E. 
St. John, Rock Island; H. B. Stone, Burling- 
ton; J. F. Barnard, Hannibal & St. Joe and 
Kansas City, St. Joe & Council Bluffs; W. H. 
Newman and H. C. Townsend, Missouri Pacific; 
James Smith, Wabash; ER. T. Jeffery, Lilinois 
Central; E. L. Dudley, Central Iowa; H. L. 
Morrill and D. Wishart, St. Louis & San Frau- 
cisco; and H. M. Bronson, Indiana, Biooming- 
ton & Western. Commissioner E. P. Wilson 
occupied the chair. 

A lengthy discussion as to the best means to 
be taken to reach the desired end ensued, and 
showed that all those present were in favor of 
forming a gross money pool; also, that they 
were at variance as to the steps to be taken to 
bring about the formation of such pool. The 
following resolution was passed: 

Resolved, That in the interests of harmony and 
lines; R'is our, Bellet tat — 
should be formed of all — . pone Bonen 
business, both through and local, and to this end 
we promise to give the organization of such pools 
our united effort and support. 

A lengthy discussion then followed as to the 
steps necessary to form such pool as proposed 
in the above resolution. Some roads thought 


the right way was to take the business done 


during 1885 as a basis for the division of traffic. 


A number of others, bowever, objected to that 
suggestion, ciaiming that the business of 
1885 was not a fair result, and if 
percentages were based thereon some 
of the roads would get more and 
others less than they were entitied to. The 
rates had not always been maintained during 
1885, and consequently some of the roads se- 
cured more than they could have done had unt- 
form rates prevailed througbout the year. The 
Alton suggested that the business of 1884 be 
taken as a basis for fixing percentages, but this 
was also objected to. Another proposition was 
that an arrangement be made for the mainte 
nance of uniform rates for one year, and that the 
business done during the first year be taken as 
u basis for fixing percentages. As no unanim- 
ity could be secured upon any of the proposi- 
tions made, the following resolution was 
adopted; 

Resolved, That a committee consisting of 
Messrs. Cable, Newman, and Stone, with the 
Chairman of this meeting, proceed to formulate a 
plan of pool organization in accordance with the 
terms of the resolution of July 18, and of the res- 
olution passed today,and present at a subse- 
quent meeting to be called by the Chairman, the 
plans so formulated, for consideration at that 
meeting. 

The sub-committee subsequently met and 
considered the matter. When the general 
committee met again at 8 o'clock the sub- 
committee stated that it had reached no re- 
sult yet, and asked further time. The meet- 
ing thereupon adjourned until 2:30 o'clock 
this afternoon. 

The great difficulty the committee has to 
surmount is to find means by which percent- 
ages for the various roads in the pool can be 
allotted. The opposition to the proposition to 
fix percentages on the basis of the business 
during 1885, which is usually the procedure 
followed in formmg pools, meets with such op- 
position on the part of those roads that have 
failed to keep up their ratio of business dur- 
ing that year that some other way will have to be 
devised. The matter could be easily adjusted 
by allowing the question of percentages to be 
decided by arbitration, but some of the roads 
deciine to submit the matter to arbitration, 
fearing that arbitrators would not take into 
consideration all the facts necessary to give a 
satisfactory award. 

The work of this committee will undoubtedly 
be the cue upon which the Western and Nortb- 
western committees, which have not yet met, 
will-arrange pools for their sections. If the 
Southwestern committee agree upon a feasi- 
ble plan for pooling their business the same 
plan will no doubt be adopted by the Western 
and Northwestern committees. It is quite 
probabie that a joint meeting of these commit- 
tees will have to be held before a definit con- 
clusion can be reached. 


Protecting Their Interests. 

Commissioner E. P. Wilson of the North- 
western, Western, and Southwestern Passen- 
ger Associations issued a joint circular July 19 
to connections informing them that, commenc- 
ing with July 20, all special rates quoted by 
any line ip the above associations are with- 
drawn, and that the regular tariff rates pub- 
lished by regular raliroad associations in effect 
prior to May 1, 1886, are restored. All tickets 
yielding less than the regular tariff rates to 
any of the lines interested shall be restricted 
as near as may be to continuous passage. 

Mr. Wilson issued another joint circular yes- 
terday callme the attention of connecting 
lunes to the above circular, and advising them 
that the rules of his associations preciuded the 
acceptance from connecting lines of less than 
properly ascertained proportions of estab- 
lished through rates, or of such special 
through rates as may be authorized by joint 
action of the lines in the associations. The 
issue of round-trip tickets to Missouri River 
points and return, either locally or by connec- 
tions, is likewise at variance with the rules 
and wishes of those associations. He also re- 
quests connections to abstain from the issue of 
any round-trip tickets over lines in these as- 
sociations except in connection with such reg- 
viar excursions «as have been or may be 
authorized by joint action of the lines in these 
associations, and in such cases they are re- 
quested to enforce absolutely such limits and 
restrictions as may be specified in connection 
with siich authority. 


Regulating East-Bound Freight Affairs. 

The Chicago Committee of East-Bound 
Freight Traffic held a meeting yesterday at the 
oftice of Joint-Agent T. C. Moore for the con- 
sideration of east-bound freight affairs. The 
alleged cutting of east-bound rates was not 
regularly discussed. There seems to be a gen- 
eral understanding to let the irregularities 
continue until the trunk line and Central Traf- 
fic Association committees, now in session at 


Saratoga, bave agreed upon measures by 


which the maintenance of rates from all West- 
ern pool points can be enforced. 

There was some discussion regarding est! 
mated weights, and it was finally decided to 
hold a special meeting next Friday to take 
final action inthis matter. In the meanwhile 
Jomt-Agent Moore is getting up a table and 
figures to be submitted to that meeting. In 
regard to the, telegram from Commissioner 
Blanchard ordering the abolition of switching 
cba from elevators to date back from 
July 1, 1886, it was decided that the order 
should apply on switching cars with business 
tor short-line points as weil as on through busi- 
ness. The matter of refunding back charges 
for switebing since July 1 was referred to Com- 
missioner Blanchard, who is to settle this mat- 
ter on his return from the East. 

Besides agreeing upon various minor changes 
in the classificacion, nothing of importance 
was done.

VIC SMITH’S NARROW ESCAPE, 


An Experience Which Turned a Noted 
5 Scout’s Hair White in One Night. 
Montana Letter in the St. Paul Pioneer-Press: 
Vie Smith arrived here yesterday and wiil 
leave in a few days for the Yellowstone Park 
and Clarke’s Forks. He is noted as the most 
daring scout in Montana today, and the In- 
dians never hear his name mentioned without 
a thrill ot terror. There are many thrilling 
experiences connected with his career which 
may not prove uninteresting. He is now 36 
years of age, and came to the West from his 
home at Milwaukee at the age of 17. He went 
to Fort Totten,on Devil's Lake, and was engaged 
running a dog-train in winter, carrying mails. - 
In the summer time he travelea on saddle. 
Abouta yearafter he was thus engaged he 
commenced making regular tmps from Fort 


, Abercrombie to a point where Grand Forks 


is now located. Grand Forks was then un- 
named, and a dog station was located there, 
around which a number of wolfmen lived, 
These wolfmen only worked in the late fall and 
during the winter, the killing of wolves being 
their labor. At that time wolves were as 
plentiful in Dakota as sheep are now in Mon- 
tana, and oftimes a hundred or more of the 
aninals were poisoned in one night, their 
skins bringing $3.50 each This camp at Grand 
Forks was then composed of about a dozen in- 
dividuals, among whom was a worthless 
person named Thompson. It was in the 
month of October that a. man named Brown 
arrived at the campand gave it out that he 
was hunting a desirable piece of land to locate 
on. He had an excellent horse and about $800, 
but among these men there was no danger of 
auy barm buppening bim. Two days before 
be intended taking his departure for 
Abercrombie Thompson left the camp, 
stating that be would be absent 
several days. After developments show 
that he went up the trail some distance and 
awaited the arrival of Brown, whom be mur- 
dered, taking his horse, money, and pistol, and 
leaving the body of Brown directiy in the 
path, where discovery could not kelp being 
made. The body was discovered next day and 
the facts told the wolfmen, five of whom 
started out aad determined to catch and lynch 
the murderer.

A Submarine Torpedo-Boat Which Dives 
Under Water, Fastens a Cartridge to a 
Vessel, Withdraws, and Explodes It. 

New York, Aug. 2.—(Special.)}—Persons 
walking along Riverside drive at Eighty-sixth 
street this afternoon saw a biack object skim- 
ming along on the surface of the Hudson.

THE HADDOCK MURDER CASE. 
It seemed to Tun Trisune at the time of 
the murder of the Rev. G. C. Haddock at 
Sioux City that the statement of the facts ex- 


cluded all necessity for comment and left 


only one view of the matter to be taken by 
any decent citizen. Haddock was murdered 
because of his zeal in enforcing the Prohibit- 
ory law against saloonkeepers, but we have 
seen no proof that the responsibility for the 
dastardly crime rests on anybody but the 
actual perpetrators. Apparently the assas- 
ination was the work of two or three desper- 
ate villains, and it is certain that the murder 
is condemned in unmeasured terms by all 
classes of the community. if it be possi- 
ble that this horrible crime was the re- 
sult of a conspiracy comprehending more 
than two or three persons, let them all be run 
down and made to suffer the extreme penalty 
of the law. 

In all probability the murder of Haddock 
was the work of two or three desperate 
criminals, unaided by accessories, as was the 
case in the assasination of Watson B. Smith, 
the leader of the high-license men at Omaha, 
a few yerts ago. Smith was secretly mur- 
dered, and, while the crime was never 
fastened on the liquor element, the immedi- 
ate effect was to consolidate public sentiment 
in a united demand for the strictest possible 
enforcement of the Slocumb law. So in 
Iowa the murder of Haddock has given the 
Prohibitionists extraordinary strength, and 
the Prohibitory law is now being executed 
with a rigor unknown before. It is beyond 
belief that any class of men except profes- 
sional criminals or Anarchists are so sunken 
in crime and folly as to believe that 
they can benefit themselves by re- 
sorting to murder as a means of 
overcoming those opposed to them. The 


lynching of a saloonkeeper a year ago in 


Kansas, the murder of the high-license advo- 
cate at Omaha, and the assasination of the 
Prohibition leader at Sioux City were all 
abominable crimes, but in each instance the 
guilt belonged only to the perpetrators, and 
the display of villany did not authorize the 
drawing of any general conclusion for or 
against liquor laws of any description. 
Whether the victim be a saloonkeeper, a ro- 
hibitionist, or an advocate of high license, 
there is only one view for decent citizens 
to take of such foul crimes. Instead of 
charging the guilt of individuals to a class 
and drawing unauthorized partisan conclt- 
sions, all repytable citizens should be united 
in condemning the crime and calling for the 
punishment of its perpetrators, whether few 
or many. 

Meanwhile Tue Trrsvune repeats what it 
said yesterday, that if Mr. Haddock left a 
family not well provided fora popular sub- 
scription ought to be taken up in their be- 
half, and Tue TrRrpune would be glad to be 
among those who would contribute to such a 
cause.

COLLAPSE OF THE CUTTING AFFAIR. 

Mexicans are not noted for a keen sense 
of humor, but there must be nevertheless a 
good deal of complacency and considerable 
chuckling among the people south of the 
Rio Grande over the disposition of the Cut- 
ting case by the Supreme Court of Chihuahua. 
The learned Judges found that Cutting was 
properly convicted in the lower court and the 
proceedings against him were legal and 
valid in all respects, but inasmuch as the 
libeled Medina refused to follow the matter 
up by a civil action for damages they were 
constrained to hold, as the Mexican law re- 
qulres in all such cases, that Cutting had 
been sufficiently punished and must be dis- 
charged. Thus Cutting obtains his release 
not as a matter of clemency, but because all 
the ends of Mexican justice were satisfied 
and the law demanded his discharge when 
the private prosecutor refused to proceed 
further. ‘Jhe court gave no hint that its ac- 
tion was governed by any outside considera- 
tions or was taken with a view to pacify or 
conciliate anybody, but the Judges rested 
their ruling solely on the requirements of 
the Mexican law, and it was declared ‘* in 
the name of the justice of the State.” 

Although the Judges disclaimed all benev- 
olent motives, their action is nevertheless one 
of great clemency so far at least as Secretary 
Bayard is concern It releases him from a 
position of pain and humiliation and frees 
him from all opportunity to repeat the as- 
tounding blunders of his diplomacy in the 
Cutting case. Mexico refused to grant Bay- 
ard’s peremptory and unjustifiable demand, 


but proceeded to execute her laws against 


Cutting in the teeth of the Secretary’s blus- 
ter, and after vindicating her authority de- 
clined to strike the final blow, Mexican 
justice is satisfied, Cutting is at liberty, and 
Bayard can make no more unconditional de- 
mands for a fourth-rate Power to ignore. The 
most the Secretary can do is to listen to the 


report of his special envoy, and, if he feels 


that the facts will justify such action, ask for 
a commission to assess the damages, if any, 
suffered by the great American black guard. 


KNIGHTS OF LABOR AND ANARCHISTS. 

The effort which is bemg made in this 
city to banish the Anarchists from the as- 
semblies of the Knights of Labor and from 
other labor organizations is a move in the 
right direction, and cannot be brought to a 
consummation any too soon. Mr. Powderly 
himself, though he has been somewhat indis- 
creet of late in some of his utterances, has 
observed which way the wind is blowing, 
and in his address to the Knights of Labor 
at Wilkesbarre, Pa., day before yesterday, 
emphatically warned the organization over 
which he presides against the danger of al- 
lowing anarchy to obtain a foothold in its 
ranks. ‘‘ Anarchy is destructive to civil 
** liberty, and no honest workman can afford 
to identify himself with an organiza tion 
** which has for its object the destruction of 
“* life and property,” says Mr. Powderly. 

This is wise advice, and the Knights of 
Labor will do well to heed it. There can be 
no affiliation between the Knights or trades 
unions and Anarchists, or those Socialists 
who are tainted with anarchy, except upon a 
basis which will bring them in conflict with 
the law and end in the utter disruption of 
their assemblies, even if it should not involve 
them in still graver dangers. There is no 
point at which the purposes of the Knights 
of Labor and those of Anarchists touch. The 
object of the Knights of Labor, if it has been 
correctly stated, is to advance the interests 
of the wage classes and to bring about cer- 
tain reforms in labor by means of more har- 
monious relations with employers and the 
force of public sentiment through the agency 
of peaceable means. The object of anarchy 
is just the reverse. It means the complete 
destruction of law, of government, of all au- 
thority, of the church, of property, and of 


the rights of society, and hence eue the : 


relations in defense of the flag. 


| 3 ot labor. It openly avows that 


the agencies for the ‘accomplishment of this 
object are dynamite, poison, the dagger, the 
revolver, and the torch, Between two such 
organizations ‘there can be no natural at- 
filiation. 

It is time, therefore, that the Knights of 
Labor and all organized workingmen took a 
decided stand in this matter. It is time that 


they announced unmistakably whether they 


are to be found on the side of law and order 
or arrayed against them. The verdict of the 
Chicago jury declared the sentiment of the 
vast majority of the American people. In 
every part of this broad country it was hailed 
with satisfaction, because people recognized 
that not only the rights of property but the 
security of society itself were menaced by 
these miscreants. They also recognized not 
only that the law had been vindicated, but 
that it will be amply able in the future to 
deal with anarchy as the most dangerous of 
all crimes against liberty. That verdict drew 
the line sharply between freedom and license, 
between security and destruction. It showed 
that the courts of the country can be relied 
upon to meet any emergency which anarchy 
may attempt to precipitate. 

In the light of that. verdict, every Knight of 
Labor ought to be able to recognize the inev- 
itable certainty that bomb-throwing and vio- 
lence of all description will be stopped, and 
that anarchy will be rcoted out and destroyed. 
The Knights of Labor assemblies, there- 
fore, cannot afford to harbor a single Anarch- 
ist or any sympathizers with anarchy in their 
midst. If they lend themselves to their un- 
lawful purposes, itis only a question of but 
brief time how soon they will go down with 
them. Mr. Powderly has spoken wise words 
to them and they must make their choice. 
They cannot serve two masters. There must 


be a broad line drawn between workingmen 


and organized assasins. It is a healthy sign 
that the division is commencing right here in 
Chicago. 


THERE is an artificlal boom in cheese.

The 
charge that the civil-service regulations had 
been violated and the alleged letter to Flynn 
remained. Commissioner Squire did appoint 
certain men as axmen, or laborers. The regu- 
lations did not require these men to be sub- 
jected to examinations. In a very few in- 
stances he did use them te ly in smail 
clerical positions. They we appointed as 
axmen, never received more than axmen's 
pay, and it could further be shown this 
use of these men temporarily was onan un- 
derstanding with the Controller of the city in 
thé interests Of economical administration. 
The so-called Fiynn letter remained the only 
charge. Not one particle of évidence had been 
offered to show that any act was taken in pur- 
sUance to that letter. The only evidence that 
Mr. Flynn had any relation with the 
Department of Public Works. was that 
of Deputy-Commissioner Lowber Smith. 
80 far as contracts were concerned, the facts 
were that the contracts in which Mr. Fiynn or 
his partners were interested with the Depart- 
ment ot Public Works were secured at public 
letting to the lowest bidder and the balance on 
orders, chiefly for manhole covers, of which 
they beld the patent, and the city made those 
contracts with Flynn because it could get the 
manbole covers for 30 per cent less from Flynn 
than trom any one else. There were no allega- 
tions that in any contracts between Mr. Fiynn 


frauded or overcharged. 

Concludw,, Mr. Strahan held that there was 
no evidence to show that Mr. Squire had ever 
had an interest in any contracts, that he had 
appointed any unfit men to office, or that he 
had ever had any but the city’s interests at 
stake. 

Col. Ingersoll continued the argument in 
favor of Squire. He asked the Governor to 
withetand the ciamor of public opinion and 
give Squire an opportunity to be properly 
judged,on testimony properly taken. He was 
not bound to act simply on the testimony as 
sent by the Mayor. t was not possibie to 
know whether a corrupt bargain was made 
with Mr. Flyun without hearing what Mr. 
Fiynn said about the matter. The iatter did 
not wish to appear before the Mayor because 
he was unwilling to reveal bis defense in the 
courts when the trial should beheld. He urged 
the Governor, if he decided to act now, to take 
additional testimeny before passing judgment. 
In closing, Col. Ingersoll saia: It your Honor 
will take that course we wül guarantee to have 
Mr. Squire on hand to be cross-examined, Mr. 
Flynn to testify on ali points in the case, and 
auch others as may be needed to prove that the 
Department of Public Works has been honest- 
ly administered,” 

Mr. Wheeler H. Peckbam, in speaking for the 
Mayor, confined himself almost exciusively to 
a consideration of the testimony given by Mr. 
Squire before the Mayor. His argument in the 
main was similar to that made before Mayor 
Grace. Reviewing Mr. Squire’s conversations 
with Mr. Thompson and Judge Gildersleeve, 
tue counsel claimed that he had shown bimself 
to be a wary criminal, aman ready to fall if 
there was no danger of exposure. When a 
man took the course which. Commissioner 
Squire did he showed himself a rascal unfit to 
hoid office. in regaid to the destruction of the 
Flynn letter. Mr. Peckbam maintained that 
even if the letter was destroyed the bargain 
still held; the agreement of which the letter 
was but the evidence remained in force. Like 
many another criminal, in destroying the evi- 
dence of his guilt be thougnt be was out of 
danger. In closing, Mr. Peckham denounced 
the plea for delay to take additional testimony 
as bauncombe. Gov. Hill took the papers and 
quickly retired without any comment.

Master Workman James P, Gra- 
ham hastened to the stables and ordered the 
men to refrain from ali violence.

UNPARALLELED INHUMANITY. 


Devilish Conduct of n Brutal New Jersey 
Negro to His Wife and Children—The 
Latter Made Lifelong ripples by His Un- 
speakable Cruelty. . : 

Kup BANK, N. J., Aug. 24.—[Special.|—Au- 
gustus Holmes, a married colored man resid- 
ing near Freehold, was brought in the custody 
of Officer John Halse to the county jail today 
from Newark, whither he bad eloped with a 
dusky denizen of Red Bank about a week 
ago. Besides the charge of desertuon preferred 
by the man’s wife the woman tells a story of 
the man’s brutal ferocity toward his children, 
which, if true, may consign. him to 
prison for a long period, and which has 
already come near costing him his lite 
by mob violence. Mrs. Holmes, when 
she confronted the recreant husband 
in court, was accompanied by two of ber chil- 
dren, aged 9 and 4 years respectively. The 
former is a mute dwarf, and has no reason. 
The other ig a horrible cripple. Another child 
with a broken arm is betng cared for by the 
physician of the poor, Dr. Freeman. 

The woman's sworn story was that she was 
married to Holmes some ten years ago, and 
that ever since she and her children have suf- 
fered the most inhuman treatment; that, be- 
sides beatmg her unmercifully, be at 
times, after trying to kili her children, 
threatened to take her life. Eight years 
ago, when ber first-born was but a year old, 
the father, in a fit of rage. seized the infant by 
the heels and dashed it beadiong on 


the floor; that, afraid of der lte. 
she called in no medical aid, but nursed 
the ochild’s “wounds berself. Since the 


child was injured it bas not spoken a word, 
and shows no.signs of intelligence. ‘The child 
now, at 9 years of age, is a  crippied 
dwarfand animbecile. Five years later the un- 
natural father ecized anotner child by the legs, 
whirled it around his head, and ttrew it 
against the wall; breaking one of the child's 
legs in two places and tearfully injuring it 
otherwise. Today, at 4 years of age, Drs. 
Freeman and Conover pronounce the child, 
with its distorted, unset leg, a hopeless cripple 
for life, 

A yearago another child was born. The 
man still continued his acts of cruelty toward 
his wife up to a few weeks ago, when he 
seized the l-year-old infant from its mother’s 


lap and dashed ft to the ftioor, break- 
ing the lttle one’s arm. The woman 
at last feared no vengeance from her 


husband’s bands and her screams aroused 
the neighborhood. Holmes fled like a coward- 
ly culprit, but when the neighbors came, in re- 
sponse to the woman’s cries, the mother bid 
her child’s injuries and explained matters by 
Saymg that her husband had attempted io 
strike her. Not until she found that ber hus- 
band had deserted hor, taking with him an- 
other woman, did she impart her terrible tale 
to. the authorities. 

During the few moments Holmes was in 
court the greatest excitement prevailed, and 
bad it not been for the admonitions of a num- 
ber of coolheaded men a rope and a tree would 
have ended the accused man’s career. Holmes 
for safety was speedily remanded to the strong 
confines of the court-house jail to stand trial 
in October.

A St. Louis Woman Deserted by Her Hus- 
band Found Hanged in New York—The 
Troubles That Have Pursued Her.

More Conflicts in the City—A Clergy- 

man Expelled trom France—The Deadly

MANDALAY, Aug, 24.—One of the embank- 
ments of the Irrawaddy River burst in this 
city. yesterday. The break was 800 yaras in 
length, and so rapid was the flow of water that 


. 


in a few moments the whole district was flood. | 


ed from four to twenty feet deep. ‘Engineers 
at Once cut the dam south of the city to allow 
the water to subside, but the result of this 
maneuvre is as yet unknown. Fifty thousand 
persons are today homeless in the city, their 
houses and possessions having been either 
submerged or destroyed. A number of per- 
sons were drowned by the sudden in-rush of 
water—how many has not yet been ascer- 
tained. The flooded district bad within its 
territory many of the food-supply stores, and 
all of these were swept away. The result will 
be an approach to famine among the 
population. The river will not fall sufficiently 
to permit any attempts at reconstruction of 
the broken embankment until November. The 
British military operations are seriously inter- 
fered with by the overflow. 

The damage done by the flood already 
amounts to $5,000,000. Many dead bodies are 
being constantly washed asbore. : : 

It is now estimated tha 1,000 pérsons lost 
their lives in the flood. 


The Belfast Riots—Policemen Released on 


BELvPas?r, Aug. 24.—Mayor Eger of this city 
has gone to Dublin to confer with the Irish 
Executive in regard to the recent Belfast riots. 
The city is quiet today. Four more of the 
persons injured during the late disorders were 
last night removed to hospitals. 

The nine policemen who were recently ar- 
rested charged with murder for firing upon 
and, as alleged, killmg a number of people dur- 
ing the late riots were brought up for exam! 
nation today in the Criminal Court. They all 
swore that they fired over the heads of the 
people. Judge Monroe granted the policemen 
release On bail, with two sureties qualifying 
for $750 in each case. 

Six of the men who took conspicuous parts 
in the riote were today committed for trial. 
The committing magistrate announced that it 
was his intention to serve all rioters in the 
same way. 

A party of rougbs attacked a number of la- 
borers from Queen's Isiand while the latter 
were returumg from work this evening. 
prompt arrivai of alarge force of police and 
troops alone prevented a serious riot. The 
leaders of the mob were arrested. 


State Affairs of Peru. 
Lima, Aug. 24.—The members of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies have invited the Senate to 


hold a joint meeting of Congress some day this 


week for the purpose of disvussing a prelimi- 
nary treaty concerning the Bolivian boundary 
line. The Chancellor of the Exchequer has 
submitted the budget for 1886 and 1887, which 
shows a deficit of $3,000,000 Ex-Minister 
Galup was invarcerated as a political offender 
Saturday. 


A Rebellion in Wales. 

Lonpon, Aug. 24.—A movement is extend- 
ing in Denbighshire, Wales, against the payment 
of tithes. The tenants demand a 25 per cent 
reduction. The Vicar of Lianarmon refused 
to make a 10 per cent reduction and sent bail- 
is to collect the tithes. They were attacked 
by a mob and one of them was nearly killed. 


Cholera’s Work. 
Rome, Aug. 24.—Cholera returns for twenty- 


four hours: Barletta, twelve new cases, three 


deaths; Bisceglia, seven cases, four deaths; 
Ravenna, eleven cases, nine deaths; Vicenza, 
eight cases, three deaths; Padua, twelve cases, 
five deatbs; other infected districts, thirty- 
four cases, thirteen deaths. 


English Trades-Unions Attacked. 

Paris, Aug. 24.—In the Workingmen’s Con- 
gress today a German delegate violently at- 
tacked English trades-unions. He also made 
an attack on Mr. Broadhurst; member of the 
British Parliament, whom be abeused of hav- 
ing voted for an infamous law against the 
Irish.

~ LAKE SHIPPING NEWS. 


AN EXCITING STEAMBOAT RACE ON 
“HE DETROIT RIVER. 


Rival Boats Engage in a Dangerous Con- 
test, Terrifying Their 
Aaron F. Leopold at the Point of Death 
—Ore Freights Advance—Grain-Carriers 
in Good Demand — The Steam-Barge 
Sawyer Tied Up — General Nautical 
Events—Vessel Movements. 

Dernorr, Mich., Aug. 24.—(Special. |—The 
war between the Star Line steamers and the 
ColeGrummond boats bas opened in dead 
earnest. Rates are being slashed and the 
steamers of the rival lines are again racing. 
some say most desperately. Several bundred 
passengers were terrified yesterday afternoon 
on the up trip by a race between the Darius 
Coie and the Idlewild. There were many 
women on board both boats, and the sceae is 
described by eye-witnesses as one of great ex- 
citement. The Cole's dock is just below the 
Star Line Company's. It has been customary 
when the two boats pull out from the 
wharf for the Cole to take the out 
side and go up through the Canadian chan- 
nel. The Idlewild's course is on the American 
side of Beile Isle. The Idlewild in getting out 
has to back down some little distance. The 
Idlewild was swinging around and about ready 
to start abead when the Cole, instead of going 
out in the river, ran under full bead inside the 
Idlewild. Tue two steamers struck, and a 
crash followed from the breaking of a tender 
on the Idiewiid. While the guards of one boat 
were overlapping the guards of the other both 
started abead at full speed and continued up 
the river-not fifty feet apart. Neither steamer, 

as tar as the passengers could see, gained a 

— and there was less than twenty feet of 
clear water between them. The excitement 
ran higher and higher. The odorous fumes 
from Berry Brothers’ varnish works struck 
the boats, and in a moment word 
went around the passengers that resin 
and tar were going into the furnace. 
This caused a panic. Several prominent De- 
troiters on board the Idlewild feit that the 
passengers’ lives were being endangered and C. 
B. Hubbard was delegated to intercede with 
the Captain. The steamers were then nearly 
opposit Windmill Point Light, still nip and tuck 
in the pace, Capt. McLachlan considered for a 
moment and then gave the signal to check 
down, terminating one of the liveliest races on 
the river for a long time. IIe passengers held 
a meeting and roted the Captain several reso- 
lutions for his consideration, which helped 
soothe him for losing the race. The feeling 
runs high between the owners, agents, and 
emovioyés of the rival lines, and a collision in 
more senses than one is imminent, 


Aaron F. Leopold at Death's Door. 
Aaron F. Leopold, for many years promt 
nently identified with the steamboat interests 
of the lakes, lies at the point of death at his 
home in this city, No. 2947 Indiana ave- 
nue. Last night the doctors said his 
life hung by asmgie thread, and the chances 
for his recovery were so slight that death was 
momentarily expected. His ness dates back 
several months. 
noted watering-place hoping a change of 
climate and mineral baths would effect a 
cure. But insteaa of improving he grew 
rapidly worse, and about two weeks 
ago returned home. Since then he bas been 
completely prostrated, his disease developing 
into an acute affection of the brain. For ten 
days be has been unable to sleep for more 
than a few minutesatatime. Powerful drugs 
have been administered to induce sieep, but 
without avail, and for nearly a week he has 
been delirious. Mr. Leopold is 68 years of age. 
When quite a young man he came totbis country 
from Germany and soon after settied at Mack- 
mac Island, where he engaged in the fish busi- 
ness. Subsequentiy be became a member 
of the firm of Leopold & Austrian 
and extended his operations to Lake 
Superior, engaging largely in general mer- 
chandising and mining supplies. The business 
of the firm grew to immense proportions and 
embraced the entire region of the Upper Lakes. 
In 1853 the present Lake Micbigan d Lake Su- 
perior Transportation Company was organized 
and Mr. Leopold was one of its largest 
stockholders. Two years ago he dis 
of his interest in the steamboats 
and has since confined his business operations 
to thé iron and cepper mines of the Upper Pe- 
ninsula. Personaliy be is one of the kindliest 
and most genial old geutlemen in the world, 
and the news of his serious illness will cause 
widespread sorrow. : 


Freights and Charters. 

The boom in lake freights was strengthened 
yesterday by a further advance in the rates 
for carrymg ore. The prop Bessemer and con- 
sort David Vance were chartered for ore from 
Escanaba to Cleveland at $1.20. Thisis the 
higbest rate paid on ore at this period of the 
season in many years. It is almost double the 
rate paid at the corresponding period last year, 
and it is a forcible illustration in the general 
improvement of the lake carrying trade. 


Grain freights did not correspond with ore. 


There was a good demand for tonnage, and 
every busbel of available room was placed 
early in the day, but for some reason carriers 
failed to obtain higher rates. Probably it was 
because they did not loox forthem.

SHEPHARD HOMANS. 


The Veteran Actuary and President of the

Visit to Chicago. 


Mr. Shephard Homans, President of we 


Provident Savings Life Assurance Society was 
in the city yesterday. He is the oldest actuary 
in the country, and has probably had more ex- 
perience than any man now living in his 
chosen profession. Since 1855 he has been 
either actu or Consulting actuary of the 
Mutual Life-Insurance Company and in the 
same capacity hus been connected at one time 
or another with nearly every insurance com- 
pany in the country. Mr. Homans is & 
native of New York. He graduated 
at Harvard College in the class of 
1851 and immediately entered the Government 
service as United States astronomer. While 
thus employed be was twice sent abroad in 
charge of an expedition for determining the 
difference in longitude between Boston: and 
Liverpool. In 185% and 1854 he was sent across 
the continent to ascertain the best overland 
route. Upon bis return to the East Mr. Ho- 
mans took his first position with the Mutual 
Life-Insurance Company. He has been a 
tireless student of insurance and has written a 
number of valuable works on the subject. The 
American Experience Tabie of Mortality, 
which bas been adopted as a standard of valu- 
ation by many States and by nearly all in- 
surance companies, was prepared by him, In 
addinon, be is the author of the 
contribution plan of dividing surplus, 
by which each policyholder receives the 
exact proportion to which he 10 
entitled. The society of which be is at pres 
ent the President is the outcome of his years 
of professional study. He felt that there was 
a strong desire on the part of intelligent men 
for pure insurance, as distinguished from 
investment insurance, in which ts included the 
level premium system. The society of which 
Mr. Homans is President has with great suc- 
cess established a system of pure insurance 
trom which the investment element is elim- 
inated. A man pays year by year the cost of 
the protection as he gets it, instead of paying 
largely in advance, as under the level 
premium plan. The chief distinction of this 
pian of renewable term life-insurance at actual 
cost for death claims and expenses is that it 
does away with the necessity of piling up large 
deposits or investment accumulations, form- 
ing the immense reserves of the old companies, 
which rendered the outiay for life-insurance 
unnecessarily expensive. The appreciation 
with which the company has been greeted is 
the best mark of the sound truth of Mr. 
Homans’ theories in regard to insurance.

Some Uneasiness Developing Among the 
Trustees. 

New York Letter to Boston Globe: Mr. Ra- 
ward C. Hoyt, who with Mr. George Jones and 
the late Gov. E. D. Morgan, was appointed a 
trustee of the $250,000 fund contributed by a 
number of friends for the benefit of Gen. 
Grant apd his family, has returned recently 
from a three-months’ trip in Europe. Before 
his departure a meeting, at which Jay Gould 
and a number of other contributors to the 
fund were present, was held at Mr. Hoyt’s office 
in Gold street. At that meeting Mr. Jones, 
who was the treasurer of the fund, expressed 
a desire to be relieved from further responsi- 
bility in connection with it. In response to a 
question on that line Mr. Hoyt replied that as 
far as ke knew no definit steps in that direc 
tion bad been taken. If anything bad been 


done be supposed he would have been informed 


of it. At the meeting referred to, be said, 
Judge Noah Davis and Mr. Henry Day had 
been appointed a committee to draft a resolu- 
taon providing for the transfer of the tund to 
the United States Trust Company. There bad 
been a bitch, however, as the company was 
disinclined to accept the truston the footing 
on which it stood. There had also been some 
talk among the coutributors, Mr: Hoyt said, 
about converting into cash the Wabasb bonds 
in which the fund is now invested, and then 
making up the difference between the value of 
the bonds and the original amount of the 
fund when intrusted to Mr. Jones’ care. No 
definit action, however, had been taken in that 
matter. It was resolved at the last meeting to 
call another one to decide as to what should be 
done. No call bas yet deen issued. 
Mr. Hoyt attributed the delay to a hope on 
the part of the contributors that the bonds 
might meanwhile approach something nearer 
to their par value anf thus decrease the 
amount of the deficien¢éy to be made up. Mr. 
John T. Terry, in whose hands the manhege- 
ment of the Morgan estate mainiy rests, was 
asked by the reporter if any steps had yet 
been taken to convert the fund from bonds 
into cash. He said there had not, but that tne 
representatives of the Morgan estate were 
ready to hand over the amount of the fund in 
exchange for the Wabash. bonds at any mo 
ment if they could obtain from the courts au- 
thority to do so. He further said that the 
guarantee given by Gov. Morgan when the 
tund was invested in these bonds covered not 
only the interest, but the principal When 


|. asked what the present value of the bonds 


Mr. Jones purchased at par would be, Mr. 
Terry said they sold today at 93. 

Despite Mr. Terry’s assurance that the rep- 
resehtatives of the Morgan estate were ready 
to make good the whole fund it is said that 
no matter how willing they may be to do so it 
is a well-known fact that thes cannot do 80, as 
the courts cannot grant Them the necessary 
authority. Gov. Morgan's ‘guarantee of the 
payment of the mterest on the bonds may be 
looked upon by some of those who represent 
his estate as moraily embracing a guarantee to 
pay principal and interest, but the courts can 
look only at the obligation inated in the 
bond, and will give autbority for the satis- 
taction of such obligation and no more. None 
of the contributors can at present say with 
certainty when another meeting will be held 
to definitly settle the quesaon that baé caused 
so much discussion,

THE VERMONT SENATOR'S RACE THIS 
TIME NOT TO BE A WALKOVER. 


Politicians Who Disapproved of His Con- 
duct in 1884 Leaving No Stone Un- 
turned to Undermine His Past Popu- 
larity with the Péople of the State—A 
Veteran Democrat's Idea About the Next 
Democratic Presidential Nomination— 
McLean and Halstead. el 

[Prom Yesterday's First Edition.) 

New York, Aug. 28.—[Special.]—The ordi- 
narily one-sided political contests of New En- 
gland attract very little interest beyond the 
limitation of the several States in which they 
occur, Whatever ot interest attaches to them 
is of that languid type which complacentiy 
awaits a foregoneconciusion. Of no State has 
this been more true than that of Vermont. 
Democratic success in that Commonwealth 
would be as difficult of attainment as a Repub- 
loan majority in Kentucky. Its Republican 
ism bas deen as solid as its granit and its mar- 
ble hills. But just at the present time 
Vermont is attracting more attention in politics 
than at any period in her history. Republican 
factions are stirring themseives over the succes- 
sion to Senator Edmunds. The Legislature to 
be elected the first week in September will 
elect a United States Senator early in October. 
It has been generally supposed that Mr. Ed- 
munds had a life tenurs ot the Senatorial office 
of Vermont. Until two years ago be was un- 
opposed in the State from any direction, but a 
most vigorous fight against bim is now being 
made, which, even though be should be re- 
turned to the Senate, will leave bim crippled 
and no longer a possible Presidential can- 
didate, shorn of his prestige and broxen 
of his power. It does not yet ap 
pear that the opposition will be able 
to defeat Mr. Edmunds, but their strength is 
crowing and their campaign is waged with 
such a wonderful industry and determination 
that it has attracted attention everywhere. 
The fact seems to be that Vermont has been 
dominated by a political machine, of which 
Mr. Edmunds bas been the controlling spirit, 
and which bas been even stronger in its grasp 
than the old machine of Conkling m New 
York or Cameron in Pe. \sylvania. It nas at- 
tracted less attention because it was in a 
smaller State. The strong point that is 
made against Mr. Edmunds to accomplish 
his defeat is his refusal in 1884 to 
give positive and affirmative support to the 
Republican National ticket. Most of the feel- 
ing in Vermont against him is piainly due t 
his attitude in that canvass, which was not of 
the kind to meet the approval of the straight 
forward men of either party. He used to de- 
nounce Mr. Blaine in private conversation 
that was quoted from Maine to Texas, and 
which was as bitter as anything that was said 
against him by the veriest mugwump. But he 
lacked the courage to openly repudiate Mr. 
Biaine, and, although asserting him to be un- 
worthy tue exalted trust to which be aspfred, 
journeyed from Washington to Burlington to 
vote for the man who had already been bandi- 
eapped and brought close to defeat by bis 
abuse and denunciation. It is. asserted 
here that Mr. Biaipe has taken a band to 
show Mr. Edmunds to the people of Vermont 
as anything but the pattern of purity for 
which he bas posed. Mr. Blaine is altogether 
too shrewd a politician to show bis hand in 
such a cause. It de is doing anything of the 
kind it is ia the.most adroit manner, but what 
is certain is that Mr. Biaine’s friends in the 
State are sticking the knifeinto Mr. nomunds 
and his record ina way to make him and bis 
friends squeal like stuck pigs. They have put 
Mr. Edmunds under the standard of test by 
which the purists of the Edmunds type re- 
jected Mr. Blaine in 1884, with the result that a 
very large faction has been created which re- 
fuses any longer to give support to Mr. Ed- 
munds. They nave made effective use of Ed- 
munds’ treachery to the party in the Presiden- 
tial campaign, of bis action oa the Beck reso- 
lution with reference to fees of attorneys in Con- 
gress, his great accumulation of weaith from 
bis Senatorial office, his alleged negiect to 
enter his property for taxation and his evasion 
of taxes, as well as other features of his 
history that are marked characteristics of a 
thrifty politician. The adversaries of Senator 
Edmunds have gone even further than this to 
assert that his characcer as a statesman is far 
from spotiess, and that he has been buying 
newspapers, assisting with money in the elec- 
tion of unscrupulous politicians ‘to offices 
where they could be of assistance to him and 
the machine of which he 1s the head and boss. 

Up at Saratoga yesterday Tas TRIBUNE cor- 
respondent met Washington McLean, who 
said: “I believe Cleveland will be renomi- 
nated. My sympathies would hardly be in- 
clined that way, but my judgment tells me it 
isso. I believe that he will be reéiected. Of 
course there is a good deal of feeling against 
bim in the Democratic party. but I think you 
wil find that when be is nominated he will 
There is noth- 
ing else for a Democrat to do than to support 


the nominee.” 
Mr. McLean made a curious remark with 


‘reference to his son and Murat Halstead, 


whose personal and newspaper controversy 
bas recently had such prominence. it wes to 
the effect that the two men had never spoken 
to each other and bad never met 
each other. “I did not know,” said 
McLean, “until within a day or so that 
John even knew Halstead by sight. I asked 
bim if be had ever seen him, and he told me 
that he went once in Cincinnati into the Coun- 
cii Chamber, where Mr. Halstead was making 
some kind of argument, and saw him there, It 
is the nearest they have ever been to cach 
other.“ 

This recalled a chat once had with George 
W. Childs of Philadelphia, who said that the 
newspaper controversies between editors edit- 
ing rival papers might all be avoided it their 
conductors could be induced to mingle to- 
gether socially. He continued by saying: 
“We never vave any of this personality in 
Philadeipbia because we meet occasionally, 
and rub elbows together, ana find out that the 
other fellows are as good fellows as we are. 
When you know a man personally and socially 


vou are not going to strike bim personally in 


your paper—that is, if be is the right kind of 
man. I never pay any attention to personal 
attacks upon myself, but utterly ignore them 
all.“ 


A FUE 10 SNAKES. 


The Peculiar Hunting Habits of a Lop- 
Eared Cat. 

New York Times: In speaking today of the 

appearance of a large numberof snakes in 


Arlington. N. J., recent.y, as described in last 


Sunday’s issue of the Times, James W. Mat- 
thews, an old resident of Arlington, said that 
snakes were pleatiful in the neighborhood long 
before the brushwood was cut down in the 
rear of Chestnut avenue. They were never 
very plentiful, but some of them were very 
large, and there were enough in the brush- 
wood to give a big black and white tomcat 
that he owned ample occupation in catching 
them. The number he secured would have fea 
him to repletion, too, but he was a cat of epi- 
curean appetite and distrusted a snake diet. 
He was the most singular looking cat I 
ever saw. said Mr. Matthews. “He had lop 
ears, exactly like those of a rabbit. He was 
very large, and he always seemed to have a 
good appetite tor ordinary food, though I 
never saw him touch a snake after he had 
killed it. Welived on Forrest avenue then, 
and were, of course, glad to bave the snakes 
in the brushwood around the house destroyed: 
but I must say that cat hada peculiarly un- 
pleasant way of doing nis work. He grew in- 
different to the presence of rats and mice, but 
he would go into the brushwood and wait pa- 
tiently for bigger game.

SECRETS OF DENTISTRY.

A Profession Which Sometimes Realizes 
Profits of 400 Per Cent. 

Brooklyn Eagle: It bas been carefully esti- 
mated that an individual in the higher walk of 
life, when he or be reaches the age of 70, will 
have paid no lesa than $200 for the preserva- 
tion of their natural teeth and the aequire- 
ment of artificial ones. This fact should en- 
courage young men in the study of dentistry. 
One afternoon last week I met a friend, a 
dentist, who, being in a confidential mood, 
consented to talk of the profession of which 
he is a shining ornament. He said: 9 7 

„Dentistry is not what it is cracked up to 
be, and, although it pays big profits, many 
pills for work done are not collectible. For 
this reason honest men and women are com- 
pelled to suffer for the transgression of ‘dead 
beats.” I have a friend who recently soid a 
set of teeth for $95 which cost bim exactly 


$16.20. By a set of teeth I mean upper and 


lower sets. The teeth mentioned above were 
eit on aluminum. Teeth set on rubber cost 


the patient $50 and the dentist $10. The prices 
given ure average ones. Some dentists who 
serve the ‘best people’ ask even higher rates. 
Ali dentists claim to do their mechanical work 
on their premises. This is notso. Less than 
one-half of the dentists in Brooklyn do their 
own work or employ mechanical men by the 
week. A larger pait of the work claimed to 
be done by local dentists is pertormed by half 
a dozen mecharical dentists who make a spe- 
cialty of that branch of the business. 

„Wat are mechanical dentists paid for 
their serviees?“ I asked. 

Eight dollars per set, which includes upper 
and iower. The dentist so contracting for the 
work is obliged to furnish the teeth, which 
usually cost from §4 to $6 per double set. 
Piain teeth are worth 10 cents and gum teeth 
15 cents euch, The best teeth. are made in 
Philadelphia and are sold at a branch of the 
manufacturing firm in this city. Dentists try 
to convince their patients that teeth are very 
expensive, and that to make an upper and 
lower set takes two or three days. This is all 
bumbug. A mechanical dentist who is a good 
workman can make three sets in twenty-four 
hours. You can see by the foregoing figures 
that patients pay good round prices tor a 
man’s name or reputation. utists who 
employ mechanical men make a plaster paris 
cast of their patient’s jaw so. to get 
the articulation, or fitting of the teeth, correct. 
These casts cost about five cents each, and 
when made are sent to the dental laboratories, 
where the remainder of the work is done. Un- 
til the middle of September dentists might as 
well ciose their offices and go in the country, 
as little or no work is being done. The months 
of August and September are the dullest in the 
year for the dental profession.” 

* aa are the incomes of Brooklyn den- 
tists?” 

They differ, as in any other profession. 
Some dentists whom I might name make as 
bh as $12,000 and $15,000 a year, while others 
hardly earn their salt. I know men who have 
been in the profession ten years or more, and 
who during that time have not averaged $1,000 
ayear. Many Brooklyn dentists fill no teeth 
less than $5 each A man in Phila 
deiphia charges $10 an hour, and  usu- 
ally manages to get an hours work 
on any tooth, no matter how small the 
cavity. Another dentist in New York will fill 
no tooth less than $50 or $100. Dentists charge 
all prices for gold and silver fillings. As I have 
already stated, the average price paid for an 
upper and lower set of teetn is $50. If I was 
unknown to a dentist who usually receives that 
price I will wager you that at this time of the 
year Icould get the work done for one-half 
that amount. Yes, I think $20, or even $15 
would do the trick. Suavity of manner is ths 
great drawing card of many dentists. Ladies 
prefer to patronize pleasant and agreeable 
dentists to men who are surly and uncouth in 
manners. Dentists who are perso popular 
bave the largest incomes. Women dentists? 
O. yes. To my knowledge there is one in Brook- 
lyn. This lady attends almost exclusively to 
women and children. Occasionally ehe has a 
male patient, but not often.” 

“Do women make a success of dentistry?” 

Not always. The feminine mind is some- 
times unable to grasp its intricacies. Many 
women dentists practice their profession in 
New York. They are usually discouraged in 
their attempts to study dentistry, as ciose as- 
sociation with male students has often un- 
pleasant results. The only plan which I think 
would work satisfactorily would be to sep- 
arate the sexes in dental colleges. This pian 
has shown good results 
More women dentists practice their profession 
in Europe than in America.” | 

How are $12-a-set teeth, made while you 
wait, manufactured!“ 

In almost the same manner that $50 sets 
are made. A mechanical dentist would charge 
the same price ($8) for making a $12 set of 
teeth as he would for a higher-priced set. 
Dentists, however, who make teeth at the rate 
named always do their own work. In cheap 
upper and lower sets of teeth the teeth cost 
$2, while in the highe ced sets the teeth 
are worth but $2 more. in cheap sets the only 
additional expense is for’ rubber and plaster. 
The latter is worth, possibly five cents, ana the 
rubber 25. The materials used in dentistry 
cost but little. It is the work and skill for 
which tae patient is obliged to pay. You will 
excuse me, suid my informant, looking at bis 
watoh, as I have an engagement at my office 
at this hour.“ 

A laboratory can be fitted up with all the 


necessary tools for the practice of dentistry at 


a cost of from $300 to $400. 


PRECOCIOUS CHILDREN, 


Do They Make Distinguished Men in Their 
Maturer Years? ; 

The idea that genius reveais itself early in 
life does not at once recommend itself to com- 
mon sense. Observation of Nature asa whole 
sugrests, first of all, perhaps, that her choicer 
and more costiy gifts are the result of a long 
process of preparation. And, however this 
may be, there is certainly more moral suggest- 
iveness in the thougbt that intellectual dis- 


tinction is the reward of strenuous adolescence 


and manhood than in the supposition tiat 
it can be reached by the stripling at 
a bound through sheer force of na- 
tive talent. And it may not improbapbiy 
have been a lively perception of this ethical 
significance which fostered in the classic mind 
so widespread a disvelief in early promises of 
great intellectnal power. We find a typical 
expression of this sentiment in the saying of 
Quintilian: Iuud ingeniorum velut priecox 
genus non temere umquam prevenit ad fru- 
gem.“ That is to say, the early biossom of 
taient is rarely followed by the fruit of great 
achievement. Itis evident that this saying 
embodies something like a general theors of 
the relation between rank of talent and rate of 
development. Where superior inteliectual 
ability shows itself at an early date, it is of the 
sort that reaches its full stature early, and so 
never attaina to the greatest hight. On the 
other hand, genius of the finer order declares 
itself more slowly. In order to esti- 
mate the soundness of this view, two lines of 
inquiry would be necessary. We should need 
to ask, first of all, what proportion of those 
who had shown ma precocity bave after- 
ward redeemed the promise of their youth; 
secondly, what number of those who bave un- 
questionably obtained a place among the great 
were previousiy distunguisted by precocity. 
These two lines of investigation are, however, 
in a measure distinct. It may turn out that a 
large proportion of clever children never at- 
tain to anything but mediocrity in later life, 
and yet that the majority of great men have 
been remarkable as children. Hence, we may
